The  above  deal  If  bid  by  partners 
as  North  and  South,  who  did  not 
reoognlre  the  principles  of  the  two- 
suiter  and  the  forcing  take-out.

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  North 
has  bid  SpadcR,  West  opens  his 
fourth  best  card  of  that  suit,  since 
he  win  be  IcadinK  through  declared 
strength  rather  than  up  to  it.  as 
would  be  the  raw  if  he  should  oiien 
hli  four-card  Club  suit. 

The  Dummy  going  down.  South 
can  aee  that  he  ahouid  loee  not 
more  than  one  trick,  if  he  finds 
the  Klnc  or  Dlamonda  In  Weat'a 
liand,  the  Bmall  8Iam  la  aoured, 
and  a  Orand  Slam  U  poarible  If  the
